Now Professor of Christian Philosophy at Princeton Theological Seminary, Pro- 
fessor Cailliet brings to this book a life-time of study in the fields of philosophy, 
theology and anthropology. He is concerned to explain the causes of the schism be- 
tween faith and our secular culture and its effect on our common life, but he is even 
more interested in pointing to a possible remedy by a revitalized and positive theology. 
This is not easy reading but those trained in philosophy and theology will find it most 
illuminating.

Macartney, Clarence E. Abingdon-Cokesbury 
STRANGE TEXTS BUT GRAND TRUTHS $2.50 


The pastor of the First Presbyterian Church of Pittsburgh is one who preaches 
"the old-time religion” of the fundamentalist wing of Protestantism with vigor and 
ability. His sermons are expository and he has a way of making Scripture live. In 
this volume Dr. Macartney has gathered together seventeen sermons with strange texts, 
but with the familiar emphasis upon evangelical truth. "Stings in their tails", "The 
mule that was under him went away”, "Alas, master: for it was borrowed", “Send us into 
the swine", "In the whale's belly” are examples of the texts used. The last named 
text was used for a sermon based on the story of Jonah, which Dr. Macartney accepts as 
literally true, "A miracle, but possible with God". Dr. Macartney has a large follow- 
ing in Pittsburgh and in conservative Protestant circles, - which should be borne in 
mind in the promotion and display of this his twentieth book.

The foreword by Charles P. Taft, who served as chairman of the Commission conducting 
the study, and, particularly, the concluding commentary by Dr. F. Ernest Johnson of the 
National Council of Churches provide valuable summaries of the points at issue. The 
book does not attempt to set forth the answers to all the ethical problems confronted 
by the business man. Rather its aim is to single out those aspects of the problems 
which businessmen should discuss and set to work out their own solutions in the light 
of the Christian ethic. The subjects discussed in the book include: "Fconomic Goals”, 
"Social Aspects of Business Decisions", "The Protestant View of the Social Responsi- 
bilities of the Businessman", "The Businessman's View", "Proposed Changes in Business 
Organization and Practice". Dr. Johnson in his commentary pinpoints the following 
subjects as calling for further study and action by businessmen themselves: (1) the 
elimination of the excessive display and conspicuous waste resulting from large in- 
comes; (2) the establishment by business itself of a code of fair practices which 

might mitigate the harshness of the competitive struggle; (3) the outlawing of the ex- 
ploitive aspects of advertising; (4) the encouragement of non-financial human incen- 
tives which temper organizations; and (5) a bold attempt by business in cooperation 
with labor, the government and the community to tame the business cycle of boom and 
depression. This is a book to be recommended to thoughtful laymen and Christian lead- 
ers as a stimulus to thought and further discussion.

Accordingly he is strongly opposed to any public, support, direct or in- 
direct, to private sectarian schools and even to the "released time” religious educa- 
tion classes. He defends the schools against the charge of “secularism”™ and places the 
blame for any decline in religion and morals squarely upon the churches. He also has 
something to say about religion and its relation to our economic and political life, to 
the problems of home and marriage, to the problems of racial minorities, to the question 
of war and peace. A final chapter interprets "The American Dream" in terms of the 
faith and vision of a liberal Protestant.

Baumann, Richard 
TO SEE PETER $2.75 

A Lutheran minister from Germany joined a pilgrimage in the Holy Year 1950. 
Himself a devout Evangelical Christian who had long been disturbed by the walls of se- 
paration between Roman Catholics and Protestants he determined to go and “See Peter” for 
himself. There is a nice analysis, step by step, of the various ways in which Luther 
had battled against the failures of the Church leaders of his day. The validity and 
stability of the Rock of Mother Church is often proved to the author's satisfaction by 
reference to scriptural texts, and as often the break between Protestants and Catholics 
is seen to be a matter of different interpretation of an accepted basic truth. Of mu- 
tual faith and fellowship between these pilgrims there were daily examples. The wist- 
fulness which the author felt as he was naturally excluded from the Mass was a heavy ae 
burden on his spirit and he returned home praying for a solution of the separation. Pro- 
testants of inquiring mind will do well to ponder another Protestant's thoughts, and 
Catholics who do not know the process of the Reformation would benefit by this deeply 
spiritual exposition.

THE SHEPHERD AND HIS FLOCK ; $3.00 


A handbook on the duties and responsibilities of Catholic pastors written for 
young pastors by Monsignor Holland, himself a model priest for 15 years. Of specific 
interest to Catholics and more especially to priests seeking to enrich their calling by 
every proper device proved by experience, this book gives help and counsel in the multi- 
tude of relationships between the priest and his people. Bishop McVinney has written a 
foreword which is in itself a model exposition of the true pastoral spirit which runs 
through every chapter of the book. No matter is too trivial for serious consideration 
where it concerns relationships between the faithful and their shepherd. The great and 
profound mysteries of the sacraments are made more compelling by basic concepts of or- 
der and decorum in preparation. Above all the constant emphasis is on the spirit of 
gracious and generous love with which the true priest must meet his flock. Catholic 
laymen will find this an appealing narration of the Sacraments of their church and should

Kernan, William C. McKay 
MY ROAD TO CERTAINTY $3.00 


A subtitle to this book by a controversial figure might read From Left to Right - Pr) 
in Religion and Politics". For the author's religious pilgrimage led from the Methodist 
Church, to the Baptist, to the Episcopal, to the Anglo-Catholic to the Church of Rome. 
Politically, Kernan moved through a left-wingish liberal position to one slightly to the 
right of Senator McCarthy. It is a highly personalized narrative, interestingly written, 
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so that the reader can visualize clearly what was going through the author's mind as a 
youth in Chicago and Hollywood, as a student at Yale and General Theological Seminary, 
as a parish priest in depression days, as a doughty opponent of Fascist tendencies and 
later an intransigent foe of Communism at home and abroad. Kernan was at the center of 
the much publicized attack upon the school board of Scarsdale, N.Y., for permitting 
“Communist infiltration". The rejection of this point of view by that community im- 
pelled him to take the last step into the Roman Catholic Church.

FAITH AND MORAL AUTHORITY $2.50 


The Professor of Philosophy at Drew University, Madison, N. J.,is contending 
in the essays in this volume for a larger place for our traditions and institutions in 
the determination of our moral principles. He is combating the tendency in modern life 
to deny that there are such things as moral principles. Ethical existentialism, ethical 
individualism, behaviorism, relativism and subjectivism are at the bottom of our present 
moral decay, he contends. He takes the position that "an individual cannot achiev> a 
morally ordered life without some directives which have been learned from othere", A 
closely reasoned book requiring some background of philosophy.

PHILOSOPHY AND THE IDEOLOGICAL CONFLICT $5.00 


The sub-title given to this book is An Analysis of Idealism and Haterialt si 
and the Influence of these Philosopnies on the Over-All World Struggle between Capital= 
ism and Socialism. This can hardly be said to be an objective analysis of philoso- 
phical idealism and philosophical materialism. The author is really concerned to iden- 
tify idealism with the reactionary and conservative elements of society - supporters of 
the capitalist system, opponents of change or “progress”, in short, all those "right 
of center" in the world political- economic - social - religious scale. In this group 
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he would place all organized religion except for the extreme humanist variety. But, 





modern materialism is the ideology which finds practical expression in democratic socialism. 


All “forward-looking elements in society" he places on this side of the conflict. He be- 
lieves that socialism will eventually emerge as the dominant world ideology, though its 
emergence can be delayed, especially in the United States, if the capitalists “use intelli- 





gently their three chief weapons: deception, force and especially reform". If however World 


War III breaks out, the result will be the immediate end of the capitalist system, he con- 
tends. This is a book which philosophers and religionists of all faiths will regard as an 
ex parte statement. The author's conclusions will be acceptable only to those of the ex- 
treme left wing of political and economic thought. - But the very starkness of his black vs 
white alternatives is arresting. (5/19) 


Gillis, James M. Scribner 
SO NEAR IS GOD ' $3.00 


*D.R. Beautifully written essays dealing with the spiritual life compose this volume. 
The author is a Catholic and writes primarily for Catholics. But many of the chapters 
would be equally helpful to non-Catholics. For these essays speak to the condition of 
modern man engulfed in materialistic concepts of life and quite insecure about his future 
and that of the world. The nature of true religion, what it means to believe in God, the 
place of the cross in Christian faith, the place of the Virgin Mary in the hearts of be- 
lievers - these are some of the topics dealt with.

This biography of the Norwegian novelist, Nobel prize winner, was completed just 
before her death in 1949. The biographer, professor of philosphy at Oslo, states that he 
had an opportunity to discuss the book with her and that she agreed to the main emphasis 
of the subtitle, A Study in Christian Realism. For while the book gives in broad outline 





Mrs. Undset's life and contains extensive discussions and interpretation of her major works, 
the author's chief concern is to make clear the basic Christian convictions controlling her 


life and work. Converted from lukewarm Lutheranism to ardent Catholicism, she became a 

vocal and vigorous foe of 20th century paganism, whether expressed in Communism, Fascism, 
Nazism or secularism. She has played a prominent part in what the author terms the Chris- 
tian Renaissance of the 20th century and may be ranged with Chesterton, T. S. Eliot, Mari- 


tain, Peguy, Evelyn Waugh in her view of modern problems.’ A book for students of literature.
